The New Hebrides 


Announced by the Crown 
Agents for release in the near 
future is a new series of defini- 
tives for the Condominium gov- 
ernment of New Hebrides. The 
islands are jointly governed by | 
France and England each nation | 
having its own stamps which are} 


and the denominations. 

There will be eleven values in 
both the French and British ser- 
ies. The equivalent denominations 
in each will be in the same de- 
signs and colors, like the current 
series. Waterlow and Sons, Ltd. 
will do the printing from en- 
graved plates. 

Three designs are to be used. 
A view of Port Vila and Iririki 
Islet will be common to the four 
lower values. Island scenes will 
be used for the four middle 
stamps, and three higher denom- 
inations. 

The British series is to be 
printed on paper watermarked 
script CA, while the French 
comes with an RF. Denomina- 
tions are 5c, 10c, 15c, 20c, 25c, 
3Uc, 40c, 50c, 1fr, 2fr and 5fr. 

In addition the 5c, 10c, 20c, 40c 
and lfr are to be used for Pos- 
tage Due. The British will have 


an overprint reading “Postage 
Due”, and the French “Timbre

World Flight 
Polar Mail Items 
Julius Weiss 


There is much polar activity at 
the present time. Many of the cov- 
ers are .franked with interesting 
postage, however, the cancels in 
most cases tell the story. Keep 
your eyes on both poles (arctic 
and antarctic). Here are some of 
the latest data: ' 

The Japanese Observation ship 
“SOYA” made an expedition to 
antarctic territory in conjunction 
with the Geophysical Year. The 
ship lay cloSe to Prince Harald 
Antarctica. In conjunction with 
this a pretty 5-color cacheted en- 
velope was printed and postmark- 
ed Prince Harald Antarctica. The 
eancel shows a pair of penguins 
and the date 1/30/1957: 

There are some permanent arc- 
tic bases (radio and weather sta- 
tion) at Spitsbergen. You should 
remember that Svalbard is the 
name for Spitsbergen. A cover I 
received from Ny-Alesund (Sval- 
bard) has a green cachet which 
says; Worlds Northermost ‘>»m- 
munity-Kingbay-79° North—S v al- 
bard. Another I have is flown from 
Tromso Norway .3/16/57 and back- 
stamped Longyarbyen, Svalbard. 
This too is arctic territory. I un- 
derstand from a friend in Norway 
that much of this is ‘‘drop’’ mail. 

From Davis Land (Australia) 
many interesting covers are now 
making their. way to the States. 
Try to obtain these items with a 
registry label on them. These la- 
bels are blue and read: Davis 
Aust., Antarctic Terr. plus the reg- 
istration number. Davis Aust. in- 
cludes, Mawson, Heard, Vestfold 
Hills, and Macquarie Island. 

The Ross Island material sent 
under registered mail has a label 
which merely says ‘‘R’’ upon it 
plus a number. However, it has 
a cancel which says Scott Base— 
Ross Dependency. I prefer the reg- 
istration labels so that the cover 
has a back stamp—showing that 
it truly saw postal service and is 
not merely a bogus cancel. 

Air-letter sheets are gaining in 
popularity. Friends throughout the 
world are seeking them, Check for 
any early Australia POW air-let- 
ters, v-mail air-letters etc. The 
American Airmail Society’s Air- 
Letter Catalog has a very good 
guide as to these sheets. 

Collectors of Japanese’ First 
Flights will find JAP (Japanese 


They ‘send news 
om time to time about first 
flights, special flights etc. Try to 
contact them: Japan Air Lines. Co., 
Ltd., 2-Chome, Marunouchchi, 
chiyod-ku, Tokyo, Japan. When 
writing any airline as to flights 
enclose an international .reply cou- 
pon or two as this is a good policy. 
A letter from Australia tells me 
that the Quantas Super-Contella- 
tion first regular flight of May 15, 
1954 is quite a tough set to obtain 
even “‘dow-n under’’. This is 
a nice set of cacheted covers of 
10 points from Australia to North 
America (USA to Canada).

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Our Horse And Buggy Mails 


There is a very interesting article under the above title in the May 
1957 issue of the Readers Digest. The article is by Wolfgang Lange- 
wiesche and points out how antiquated are the operations of our Post 
Office System. It is stated that the Post Office ranks among the first 
twelve big business institutions in America 
in dollar volume; ranks third in number of 
employees; handles 60 per cent of all mail 
handled in the entire world. You will find 
this a very interesting article and one that 
will clearly show you why it operates back- 
wards rather than forward as a big business 
institution should. By that we mean the 
more business it does the more it costs to 
do it and thus the higher i 
charges. In other big business organiza- 
tions the rule has always been that the 
more it does the cheaper it can do it. It is 
a sad commentary on an antiquated system. 

We merely mention this article which is 
. interesting reading if you have not yet seen 
* it. It also brings to mind a thought that has 
often come to me since I have located here 
* in a small town in Florida. This is quite an 
.£ isolated spot from such cities as New York, 

Chicago and the bigger cities of the north, 

but believe me I am certain we get better

big metropolitan centers. 


Reason is simple. The office is small, the mail volume is small. 
The office force is never overworked. The mail comes to Howey twice 
each day. Once at 8:30 a.m. and again at 4:20 p.m. Within 30 minutes 
after these hours we can all walk into our post office -and get every 
piece of mail that is addressed to us. Letters, packages, papers, 
registered items and all. We have no carriers, the mail is sorted and 
in our boxes or in the general delivery box and available to everyone. 


Thus if you want good mail service move to a small town and be 
happy no matter how congested the service may get in the big cities. 
You can rest assurred it will continue to get worse in the big towns 
rather than better, until and unless the entire system is revamped 
from start to finish and that is rather unlikely to happen unless it gets 
so bogged down that it becomes little more than chaos which it seems 
to be headed for at present. 


Registered Mail Labels ~ 


Here is an out of the ordinary and an extremely attractive field for 
someone who wants to venture into a mild form of specializing. In this 
field there is no need for great study or for use of a magnifying glass 
to locate spots on stamps or defects therein. You simply collect covers 
‘of all countries which have been sent by registered mail. The original 
object of such a collection would be to get the covers of earlier. days 
which have the small printed and gummed Registered Mail Label at- 
tached to the cover. It may be news to some collectors but such labels 
were once used in our own Registered Mail service. Covers bearing 
such labels are not common and when one considers the possibilities 
with foreign covers there is a great big field for a specialized collection 
that can hold your interest for a long time. 


One of the joys of attending a big stamp exhibition and bourse is 
to browse about the sales tables in a search for what you want to find. 
In this instance, foreign covers with Registered Mail Labels. A col- 
lection of such covers can be made very interesting as the earlier labels 
were quite attractive and they are very scarce today. These labels 
usually bore the name of a town and of the country so in countries 
such as Germany, where their use was common in earlier days one can 
get covers from many different cities with name of town printed on 
the label. 

For many years past Mr. Walter Brink of Genesee Depot, Wis. has 
been collecting these labels, but off cover. This is a fascinating side 
line and I do remember of having given him perhaps a few hundred 
such labels over the past several years. At times in acquiring old col- 
lections, one may find such labels mounted in albums. All such that I 
came across were given to Walter years ago and today he perhaps has 
one of the largest collections of such labels that can be found. ‘I have 
often thought, what a collection these would have been if they had all 
been on cover. 


You should realize that the most interesting thing about any spe- 
cialized collection is the chase. The fun of mounting and classifying 
the material and then the hunt for new varieties. If you are looking 
for some new fields to conquer, try these Registered Mail Labels, either 
on or off cover, but preferably on cover. Here is a challenge that can 
arouse a great bit of interest if you have the opportunity to visit stamp 
shows and browse the bourse tables. 


Registering Stamps Against Theft 


Mr. Victor Veesaert of St. Louis, Mo., in a letter to the editor of 
the American Philatelist, suggests a system of marking code numbers 
on the backs of rare stamps or on other valuable Phiiatelic Items as a 
guard against theft. The suggestion is quite a logical one and one that 
could prevent sale and disposition of such stolen items. It would hardly 
prevent the theft in the first place as what stamp thief is going to check 
a lot of stamps to see if they have a registered number on them before 
stealing them. . 


Rather, marking of stamps could lead to their destruction as if a 
thief should find some such marked stamps in a lot he had stolen, the 
most logical thing for him to do would be to get rid of such stamps at 
once and that could mean destroying. them: 


Then again, to mark a mint stamp, one with gum is not practical 
as the gum could be washed off and the number thus removed. All of 
which brings me back to my pet idea, get rid of the gum in advance 
as it is slowly destroying many fine stamps. Owners of blocks of the 
Columbian issue as well as of single copies should inspect them fre- 
quently and note the deterioration that is setting in. Different values 
and different stamps kept under different conditions will show difference 
in this gradual destructive agent. Time will come some day when 
owners of stamps of this nature wili try to sell to save a total loss. 
Washing the gum off would add to the life of such stamps but even 
that act will be too late after deterioration reaches a certain point. 


Stamps of this period ave on paper which is of extremely poor qual- 
ity and will decay long before our first postage stamps show any sign 
of age. 

Collectors of British Colonial issues can be thankful that these stamps 
are still being printed on a fine quality paper with a high rag content.

Mothers Day Pair 
Issued By Syria

March 21, 1957 saw issue of 30,- 
000 sets of Syria’s new Mothers’ 
Day stamps. 

The vertically arranged com- 
memoratives are both airmails— 
40pi. blue and 60pi. red, thus total- 
ling one Syrian pound, something 
less than 30 cents U.S., in face val- 
ue. 
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The same theme is featured on 
both, a young Syrian mother and 
her baby, but on the low value, 
Abandowitz shows a laughing baby 
witt arms raised from the cradle, 
while designer Dhiyad, on the 
higher value, has shown the moth- 
er holding up a very contented 
looking baby. 

In each case the stamp includes 
a plaque in French reading: 
“‘Mothers’ Day 1957’’. On the 40pi. 
the corresponding Arabic inscrip- 
tion appears directly above the 
French one. On the 60pi. it is fea- 
tured in Arabic as the ‘largest let- 
tering on the stamp, in the upper 
right corner. 

Figures of value are not very 
conspicuous, either in Arabic or 
western ‘‘Arabic’’ numerals, and 
the currency and airmail designa- 
tion have been reduced to th. ab- 
breviation “P” for piasters, and 
“P. Aer.’’ for Poste Aerienne in 
French, while the corresponding 
Arabic texts are almost too minute 
to read. 

Syria has, since winning inde- 
pendence from French occupation 
a decade ago, launched a number 
of ambitious social and educational 
programs, of which maternity 
care, well baby clinics, advice and 
help to mothers are among the 
most outstanding. There is a 
strong and vociferous feminist 
movement in Syria, headed by the 
Amira Adila Beyhum al-Jazairi, 
wife of Prince Mukhtar of Algeria, 
descendent and heir of the exiled 
Prince Abdul Qader of Algeria, 
who spent his last years in the 
Syrian capital. 

The Amira Adila and her daugh- 
ter Amal, director of the model 
Dowhat al-Adab school of Damas- 
cus, have led the movement for 
recognition of Syrian motherhood, 
which is now symbolized yearly 
by the issue of a special set of 
Mothers Day stamps by the Post 
Office Department.

Friend Henry sold stamps when 
he was literally forced into it; he 
would excuse himself from a cus- 
tomer at any time to examine the 
offerings of a visiting vendor, and 
his greatest delight seemed to be 
that of all collectors—showing his 
prizes to appreciative visitors.

Hungary On June 8 


A belated airmail and a set of 
two commems were released by 
Hungary on June 8. The former 
has a value of 20 Forints. It is 
the last stamp in the airmail ser- 
ies which had a beginning jn 1950.

Let’s continue our story on the 
island of Dominica with a look at 
the colorful historic background of 
this colony, the first island dis- 
covered by Christopher Columbus 
on his second voyage to the New 
World. This took place on Novem- 
ber 3, 1493, and Dominica was so 
named in honor of Sunday, the day 
ot the week on which it was first 
sighted. ; 

The island was at that time peo- 
pled by the Caribs who were then 
noted for their warlike propensi- 
ties, and Dominica was a strong- 
hold from which they sallied forth 
in war canoes to attack their foes 
in other islands. European colo- 
nists were later to be ‘subjected 
to similar attacks; this accounts 
for the fact that for about two 
centuries after its discovery Do- 
minica did not have any European 
settlement. 

Witl® the decline of Spain as a 
great power, France and England 
began to contend for this and oth- 
er islands of the Caribbean. Ovn- 
ership, marked at first by peace- 
ful settlement, later came to be

_In 1759 the English captured the 
island from the French and the 
conquest was acknowledged in the 
Peace of Paris (1763). In 1771 Do- 
minica was separated from Grena- 
da, St. Vincent and Tobago and be- 
eame an _ individual Colony; :n 
1775, by Royal Proclamation, a 
House of Representatives was es- 
tablished. 

But undisturbed British occupa- 
tion was short lived. In 1778 Do- 
minica was invaded by the French 
under the Marquis de Bouille and 
after an heroic resistance by the 
British garrison, capitulated. It 


was restored to England by the 
Treaty of Versailles (1783). Fur- 
ther attempts by the French to 
capture the island were made in 
1795 and 1805, but they were both 
unsuccessful and from the iatter 
date Dominicia has remained in 
undisturbed British possession. 

In 1871 Dominica and the other 
British islands to the north of her 
were formed into the federation of 
the Leeward Islands Colony to 
which Dominica remained attach- 
ed until 1939. In 1940 the island 
became a unit of the Windward Is- 
‘| lands Group. 

The early economic history of 
Dominica is in most respects not 
unlike that of other Caribbean is- 
lands. The first attractions were 
the planting of tobacco, logwood, 
spices and similar crops prized at 
that time. The cultivation of cof- 
fee was introduced by the early 
French settlers and this crop dom- 
inated the economic scene _ for 
many years. This was a period of 
great prosperity and coffee plant- 
ers were considered men of 
wealth. In the early part of the 
nineteenth century, however, the 
coffee plantations were attacked 
by blight, against which ro remedy 
was available and the fortunes of 
the island rapidly declined. 

Sugar was next tried. In Do- 
minica sugar was never king, per- 
haps due to the climate and topo- 
graphy of the island. With the 
abolition of slavery, the competi- 
tion of bounty-fed and slave-grown 
sugar from other parts of the 











of the nineteenth century, the pro- 
duction of sugar was abandoned 
and has never since been resumed. 
The last third of the century was 
a period of acute economic distress 
for Dominica. Many of the absen- 
tee proprietors sold their estates 
at low prices or merely abandoned | 
them. 

Cacao, which had been planted 
in small quantities from early 
times, then partially filled the 
economic void and its production 
was rapidly increased. This crop 
in its turn fell upon bad times, 
largely due to the increased pro- 
ductivity from other areas with 
consequent fall in prices, and out- 
put has seriously declined. Con- 
siderable interest is currently be- 
ing displayed in the restoration of 
the cacao industry. 

At about the same time as the 
planting of cacao was being push- 
ed, the lime industry was estab- 
lished and in spite of many vicis- 
situdes this crop has remained one 
of the island’s economic mainstays 
until the present day. 

During recent years there has 
been _ considerable planting of 
oranges grapefruit and coconuts. 
These crops have never individual- 
ly assumed great importance in 
the island’s economy. The impetus 
provided’ by a 15-year contract for 
the purchase of bananas has led

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


COROS Honorary 
Membership To Kehr 


Ernest A. Kehr, stamp editor 
bune, has been honored with a 
lifetime honorary membership in 
the Collectors of Religion on 
Stamps Society (COROS) in 
recognition of his research on 
stamps of the Vatican. 

Mr. Kehr becomes honorary 
member No. 1000 in the religious 
collectors’ group which was es- 
tablished ‘in 1943. COROS has 
only one other honorary mem- 
ber, Francis Cardinal Spellman of 
New York, who received mem- 
bership No. 200 in the organiza- 
tion in tribute to his contribu- 
tions to religious philately. 

Mr. Kehr, an authority on for- 
eign affairs as well as_ stamps, 
was born in Switzerland and was 
brought to the United States at 
the age of one. He made his first 
trip to Europe—alone—at the age 
of 11. He received a master’s de- 
gree in philosophy -and planned 
on a teaching career when he 
talked himself into a job on the 
New York World-Telegram as a 
hobby news columnist- He soon 
proved such a brilliant reporter 
that he was made a_ full-time 
member and sent overseas. 

He has been with the New 
York Herald-Tribune since 1939 
and has traveled extensively on 
assignments for that paper. Stamp 
collecting came as a natural hob- 
by to him because of his world- 
wide inierests. He speaks seven 
languages, among them Egyptian 
and Arabic, and carries on a 
world-wide correspondence. 

Aloysius J. Paruzynski, of Mil- 
watkee, Wis, president of 
COROS, praised Mr. Kehr for his 
“beautifully illustrated, 200-page 
volume simply entitled ‘Vati- 
ean,’” and for his “courageous 
fight against the Panama stamp 
hoax.” 

Presentation of the honorary 
membership.certificate was made 
to Mr. Kehr June 7 by Frederick 
L. Hill of Brooklyn, N. Y., on be- 
half of COROS. 


Investigation Made 
Of Luxembourg Items 


In 1945 the Postal Department 
of the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg awarded to the Atelier du 
Timbre, Paris, the contract for 
printing three -sets of Luxembourg 
‘‘Homage to the Allies,’’ the Her- 
aldic Lion and the Notre Dame 
series. Unauthorized imperforate 
deluxe proofs of these stamps 
shortly appeared on the philatelic 
market over the strong objections 
of the Luxembourg postal authori- 
ties. 
In 1956, with promises that such 
would not again happen, the same 
French stamp printers were once 
more awarded a contract for print- 
ing the Europa series and the Rail- 
way Electrification stamp. 

Jean-Pierre Klein, editor of Lux- 
embourg’s stamp journal ‘‘Le 
Moniteur du Collectioneur,’’ tells 
the story of these illicit deluxe 
proofs in the June issue of the 
“Luxembourg Philatelist,’’ month- 
ly journal of the Luxembourg Phil- 
atelic Study Club. Mr. Klein goes 
on to state that in spite of prom- 
ises, imperforate issues of the 
Europa stamps have recently ap- 
peared on the European market, 
reaching there, the author states, 
from America. So far no deluxe 
proofs of the Electrification stamp 
have been seen. 

Mr. Klein adds that the French 

Atelier du Timbre and postal au- 
thorities of France and Luxem- 
bourg are investigating the illegal 
leakage and hope soon to uncover 
the person or persons responsible 
for these unrecognized ‘‘favor 
sheets.”’

I 
take all the sheets of stamps and 
put them in the bags of my as- 
kares, and we leave. 


We go to the railroad station and 
we find the Boches on the train 
ready to depart to Eseka. We tart 
shooting as the train pulls out, and 
two of my askares <with all the 
stamps) are killed and fall into 
the river. 

I never found the bodies or t':e 
bags containing the stamps! (The 
above was contributed by Mons.

Gaza Stamp Initiates 
New ‘‘Palestine’’ Issues 


“Gaza - Part of Arab Nation” 
is the inscription on a single 10 
mils turquoise colored stamp 
which Egypt released recently to 
mark the reoccupation of the Gaza 
Strip by Egyptian officials follow- 


ing the withdrawal of Israeli 
forces, 
Its design (printed in _photo- 


gravure by the Survey Office in 
Heliopolis) shows a map of the 
Strip. 
At the same time, the stamp, 
reprinted in green, was released 
with a red overprint ‘Palestine’ 
in English and Arabic. 


Giant Rumanian In Doctors Set 


One of the four stamps devoted 
to Rumania medical men and the 
institutes of learning and research 
named after them proves to be of 
extra-long (70 x 26 mm) format. 
It is a red and blue 1.75 Lei with 
portraits of Kretzulescu and Davila 
flanking a view of the Bucharest 
Faculty of Medicine. The other 
values are 20b. dark green 35b. 
red-brown, 55b. magenta. 


New Style On Cuba Sports Quartet 


A solid frame of dark color sur- 
rounding a square of a lighter 
shade, no margins, and finely €,.- 
graved vignettes—in each case in 
sepia brown—characterize the new 
Cuban sport series of four values 
released during May. All four are 
airmails, and show: 
8c dark and light olive baseball 
player; 12c dark and light violet, 
ballerina; 24c dark and pale tur- 
quoise, girl diver; 30c dark and 
pale orange, two boxers. 
Printing in combined recess and 
accomplished 
locally. 


Belgian Stamp Day 


A special 2fr stamp was released 
in Belgium on May 19 honoring 
“Stamp Day’’, in connection with 
a postal publicity exhibition held 
in the Belgian Postal Cheque Of- 
fice, Brussels. 

The design shows the Emperor 
Maximilian I (1459-1519) receiving 
a letter from one of his messen- 
gers. It was engraved-by C. Le- 
clercqz, Brussels, from an old 
print by Burgkmair. 

The stamp remains on general 
sale throughout Belgium until July 
20 this year. 


Catching Up In West Germany 


After a long delay in new issues, 
occasioned by the take-over of 
stamp design responsibility on the 
part of the Postal Minister from 
the design council, which is ie- 
tained only in an advisory capa- 
city, the Federal P.O. in Bonn is 
releasing four new items in quick 
succession. 

First was a single 20pf. red on 
May 18 devoted to the 350th birth- 


tion, Berlin, donated in 1888. It 
depicts the composer with his 
right hand spread across his chest. 

20,000,000 copies were recess- 
printed on DBP-watermarked pa- 
per, and will remain on sale until 
December 31. Production is by the 
Federal Printing Office. 

On June 8, another 20pf. orange- 
red engraved stamp in honor of 
the 8th Congress of the Internation- 
al Federation for Constructive 
(Thematic) Philately, (Cologne 
June 8 - 10) was released in a 
20,000,000 edition. The design by 
Ernst Gohlert, Augsburg, en- 
graved by Egon Falz, Berlin, 
shows a tulip intertwined in a post- 
horn, with the three crowns (he- 
raldic device) of Cologne, and ap- 
propriate inscription marking the 
exhibition ‘‘Flora and Philately’’. 
This issue remains on sale until 
November 30 

The next three issues are de- 
voted to the Millenary of the town 
of Aschaffenburg, the 500th anni- 
versary of Freiburg University, 
and “‘German Shipping Day 1957” 
respectively. « 

The Aschaffenburg issue will be 
released on June 16, printed 
in red and black offset by A. 
Bagel, Dusseldorf, from a design 
by Hans Noeth showing the official 
seal of the town dating from 1322. 
It is a 20pf. denomination. 

Bert Jager, Freiburg, designed 
the 10pf. stamp for the 500th an- 
niversary of the University in his 
home town. It depicts a lecturer 
and three students, from an orig- 
inal drawing in the Sapiens manu- 
script, preserved in the Univer- 
sity Library. The issue was print- 
ed in red, green and black offset 
by Bagel, Dusseldorf. Release date 
is June 16. 

On June 25, a 15pf. marks Ger- 
man Shipping Day. This recalls a 
number of German maritime jubi- 
lees—the centenary of the founda- 
tion of the North German Lloyd 
line, the 110th anniversary of the 
Hamburg- America Line, -and the 
50th anniversary of the ‘foundation 
of the Association of German Ship- 
ping Lines. The stamp, printed in 
oblong format in blue, red and 
black offset at the Federal Print- 
ing Office, Berlin, shows a Ger- 
man Cargo liner, and was. design- 
ed by Muller and Blase. 


New High Values Possible 
For Mexico 





It is reported that high values 
in the Mexican definitive series 
are likely to appear soon. The 
Peso has been dropping in value 
from 20 to the % in 1947, to about 
50 to the £ at the then ruling rate 
today, yet the 20 Peso denomina- 
tion remains the top value. 
Current stamps have been grad- 
ually reprinted on the ‘‘Mex-Mex’’ 
watermarked paper until only the 
20c airmail remains on the old 
“‘Gobierno Mexico”’ stock. 

New issues in the planning stage 
include stamps for the Constitu- 
tion, for the Metric System, and 
for a change of the Presidency, 
but official Getaile are lacking. 


Brazil Plans Presidential 
Visit Issue 


A single 6.50Cr. stamp with por- 
trait of President Craveiro Lopez 
of Portugal is in preparation by 
Brazil for the forthcoming state 
visit, which will probably take 
place on June 7 and _ there- 
after. Five million copies of this 
stamp, which represents the air- 
mail rate for letters to the USA, 
Spain — Portugal, will be re-

Bulgaria Honors Actors 


Eleven actors in their most fa- 
mous roles are portrayed on the 
latest Bulgarian set to be released 
for the 50th anniversary of the Na- 
tional Theatre. A number of these 
carry a surcharge for unspecified 


funds, probably theatrical chari- 
ties, as “follows: 50st., G. Kirov; 
1L., Zl. Niediewa; 2L., I. Popov; 
3L., At. Kirezew; 4L., J. Sniezina; 
5L., St. Byczwarow; 9 + 5L., 
Christo Ganczew; 10 * 6L., A. 
Budiewska; 15 + 7L., W. Kirov; 


20 + 15L., S. Ognianow; 30 + 20L., 
K. Sarafow. 


These values are extremely 
high in relation to other recent 
Bulgarian issues and seem to point 
to a serious Leva-inflation. Since 
the 1952 currency reform, no 
stamps have exceeded 4L. in val- 
ue. As the set is not however ex- 
pected before September, the val- 
ues and surcharges may well be 
modified. It is possible that the 
information is based on a pre-1952 
issue (when these denominations 
were usual) which was not re- 
leased at the time, and will now 
have to be modified. Editions are 
reported at between 2,500,000 and 
200,000 of each denomination. 


The Only Hungarian 
Revolution Overprint? 


Budapest official sources report 
that the only overprint to have 
come to light during the Hungar- 
ian October revolt was applied to 
stamps in stock at the Sopron 
(Oedenburg) post office. These 
were surcharged with the legend 
“Hazadnak reduletlenal - Sopron 
1956, Okt. 22’’ in four lines. Affect- 
ed were the small Buildings picto- 
rials in denominations of 20f., 30f., 
40f., 60f., 1 and 2 Forints. 


These were used on correspofid- 
ence abroad, and on being report- 
ed to Budapest, were officially in- 
validated on January 25.

wholesale stocks!! There just don’t 
appear to be any because of Com- 
monwealth specialist quest for 
minor varieties and the catalog 
price is obviously a joke. 


Where do those unsolicited ap- 
provals and those unexpected price- 
lists, generally from firms you 
never heard of, reaching you by 
the dozen, originate? In lists of 
“stamp buyers’’ dealers purchase 
from each other and in lists com- 
piled by commercial concerns spe- 
cializing in such and selling them 
to all comers or to the first ten ap- 
plying or what have you (there is 
infinite variety in these deals) at 
anything from Ic to 10c per name. 


Why should a dealer sell others 
his names? Well if a chap writes 
in for a premium and a trial ap- 
proval selection and buys only 10c 
worth or not over 50c worth at any 
time in three sendings, obviously 
he is not a profitable client—cer- 
tainly not the kind you want. Some- 
body else filling his sheets with 
seals and flashy revenues may find 
that he’s a good buyer. So you are 
willing to drop the name from your 
list and sell it and the other party 
is willing to pay a few cents for it 
as part ofa lot of 100 or 500 or even 
1000 up, and everybody’s happy. 


The common source is often re- 
vealed by the fact that purchasing 
dealers buy names on gummed 
labels, most of them in carbon 
copy, and just paste them onto the 
envelopes sent your way. In study- 
ing dealer techniques, it’s really 
funny so to key your name (to spell 
it incorrectly or to give it some 


other distinguishing characteristic) 


so that you can spot what happens, 
and then sit back and watch the 
fun. You'll generally find your 
name being bought by anywhere 
from 25 to 50 concerns whose 
names are unknown to you and 
that never advertise, and responses 
will, in some cases, come for as 


long as five years. Not that vou’re 
on a sucker list precisely, but it 


sort of works that way.

It is currently run- 
ning 50 pages of ads exclusively— 
no articles at all. It will be inter- 
esting to see how this unique ex- 
periment in philatelic journalism 
takes.

East Germany on June 7 issued 
a three value set to memorialize 
noted scientists: 5pfgs. Joachim 
Jungius (born October 22, 1587, 
died September 17, 1657, botanist, 
predecessor of Leibnitz, whose 
work founded the theories of Lin- 
ne), 10pfgs. Leonhard Fuler (born 
April 15, 1707 at Basel, Switzer- 
land, died September 18, 1783 at 
Petersburg, Russia, mathemati- 
cian, professor at Berlin and 
Petersburg Academies), 20pfgs. 
Heinrich Hertz (born February 22, 
1857 at Hamburg, died January 1, 
1894 at Bonn, physicist, professor 
at Karlsruhe and Bonn, found out 
system of electric waves). 

A Heinrich Hertz commem was 
already issued on February 22, 
1957 by West German Bundespost 
at the occasion of the 100th an- 
niversary of the birthday of Hertz. 
Eastern Germany had a new 
glider flight for mail on June 8 
on the occasion of the 4th South- 
Thueringen stamp exhibition at 
Sonneberg.

The many nice designs which 
he created for different countries, 
guarantees a long memory of phil- 
atelists for Ferdinand Lorber.

50c for a class-ad. What-the-heck, 
maybe for a couple of bux, your 
local weekly will run your ad for a 
month or so, and from that shoot- 
ing of a couple o’ bux, nobody can 
tell how many old trunk lids you 
can lift to peek under! And, eleven 
chances out of a dozen, would be 
exposed to YOU, ONLY, because 
the owners knew your folks and 
would prefer to do business with 
you even to the point of removing 
portions of your clothing or hide in 
the process—or so they might be 
| lead to believe by YOU, depend- 
| ing on how good a trader you are 
and what sort of characters were 
your antecedents! 

One never knows what such ads 
may turn up! The whole field of 
stamping is wide open! . 

Let me recite some of the things 
that followed the placing of a class- 
ad in a rural weekly having around 
1000 circulation. 

An old lady submitted two shoe- 
boxes chock-a-block full of the 
very commonest stamps of the 
90’s and early 1900’s. I spread the 
whole works out on her kitchen 
table after having corralled sundry 
condiments and a crumby table- 
cloth off to one corner, and stirred 
the accumulation through with one 
finger. I was just on the, point of 
telling the old soul the mess wasn’t 
even fit to. start fires with when 
up jumped some “Chicago Birth- 
day”’, precancels! 

The other box had some early- 
bird’ precans and still another had 
some Columbian cents values BUT 
with ‘them were a whole slug of 
Match & Medicines, in prime con- 
dition, plus some revenues in 
which the silk threads were as 
bright as the day they’d been lifted 
from the dye vats. Anyhow, none 
of them were of vital interest to 
Me and; to make a long story more 
abrupt, I peddled the peddlable 
stuff, and paid her in full what I 
got in the market place. 

Soon after she turned up with a 
quite gaudy new calico dress and 
a stunning hairdo! The eyes the 
old gal got from a bevy of old 
hitching-post roosters more than 
repaid her and mebbe she snagged 
one of ’em,-I dunno! 

Now, that li’l ol’ gal got around! 
One’ of her daughters was married 
to an Okie. I didn’t know said 
daughter until she stopped me on 
the street and told me she and 
her husband were going to visit 
his kinfolks down in the Cimmaron 
country where her husband said 
there was quite a cache of old let- 
ters—real old family letters. Would 
I like to see them? If so, they’d 
bring ’em back. I told her no harm 
in taking a look, if she wanted to 
lug ’em. 

Personally, I wasn’t interested 
in ’em but I found a couple of guys 
who just knew they liked early 
Indian Territory, old Texas, Wells 
Fargo, etc., covers a lot better 
than they liked chunks of money— 
and I mean gob-chunks of money, 
so the couple threw in their old 
battered suitcase on the deal, just 
to ease their consciences. 

In this case, I was tendered a 
very handsome commission, def- 
initely without the legal usery law! 

Then there was a_ war-grand- 
mother who submitted her late 
grandson’s collection she wanted 
me to buy, the proceeds to go to- 
ward a memorial swimming pool 
for the town kids. That sure was a 
toughey. The lot just had no value 
and it was a mighty hard matter 
to have to tell her so. Anyhow we 
settled on the basis I would take 
the whole lot of her boy’s pride and 
joy and send it to a veterans’ lay- 
out for some chap to build upon. 
Small town newspapers quite fre- 
quently have a wider circulation 
than many people imagine. It is 
not all uncommon for a very sub- 
urban, four page paper to reach at 
least one address in xalf the forty- 
eight states. An advertiser need not 
be surprised if replies come from 
thousands of miles away. 

A three-time ad placed in a 
regional agricultural paper brought 
answers from far beyond what one 
would, within reason, e..pect. 

















Again, replies to ads placed in any 





suburban paper may bring replies 
from someone living in the next 
township or just down the street! 

It is not entirely the items of 
high market value that may be 
turned up. Should the collector be 
working on some highly specialized 
phase of our hobby, his chances are 
just as good. 

know a collector who placed 

his ad, as above described. He was 
a nut on covers postmarked from 
discontinued, local post offices. His 
three or four dollar ad chinked 
in several select items and the 
surplus was placed in circulation. 

Funny way he got ‘em! A local 
auctioneer of his acquaintance had 
undertaken the sale of a whole lot 
of plunder, ordered for the settle- 
ment of an estate among a bunch of 
squabbling heirs. Spotting, among 
the assorted gatherings a parcel of 
old letters, the auctioneer contact- 
ed his collector friend whose ad 
he had casually seen, and just did 
him a neighborly favor through a 
strictly private transaction. 

Fellow clodbuster-stampers, tod- 
dle in to the county seat and put 
an ad in your hometown weekly, 
and may the Keeper of All Things 
not relax His hold upon your Con- 
science!

and, in 1871, by Belgium and the 
Netherlands. 

Postmaster General John A. 
Creswell in 1870 called Congress’ 
attention to the fact other nations 
were already using postal cards 
and recommended the United 
States do so. But the bill to au- 
thorize them didn’t become law un- 
til 1872, and they didn’t come out 
until the following year. 

Domestic single postal cards in 
this country were always a penny 
until January 1, 1952, when the 
present 2c rate was provided, ex- 
cept for a period around World 
War I. 

A lc tax on cards was added to 
the 1c base rate, and hundreds of 
millions of cards were printed at 
2c. When the tax was abolished 
July 1, 1919, Uncle Sam had 200 
million 2-penny cards on his hands 
worth a penny each. They were 
overprinted with a ‘‘l-cent’’ im- 
print and sold to avoid waste. 

An interesting fable has been 
circulated for many years about 
the so-called ‘‘garbage’’ postal 
card. The story has it that Mrs. 
William McKinley didn’t like the 
picture of her President husband 
on 1,625,000 1902 postal cards and 
the Postmaster General then ac- 
cordingly ordered every ore of 
them destroyed. 

Somehow, a box of 500 of the 
rejected ones, though, was de- 
livered to New York City and sold 
by the Postmaster there to a New 
York garbage disposal firm, which 
had its own name and address 
printed on the address side. 

Most of these 500 were retrieved 
by a postal official who had been 
dispatched from Washington to get 
them back, but a few of them ulti- 
mately reached the hands of col- 
lectors, and they are referred to 
as the ‘garbage cards.” 

There is no official substantia- 
tion of the story about Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. Actually, the official re- 
cords show they were destroyed 
because they had not been well 
printed on the high speed presses 
which were just then coming into 
use, 

Philatelically, the “garbage” 
cards list up to $300 catalogue val- 
ue, and a number of other issues 
of relatively rare postal cards list 
for prices like $30, $40 and $50 
each. 

Collecting of cards appears to 
have increased greatly in recent 


years, along with increases in 
stamp collecting generally, 
U. S. postal cards have been 


printed by the Government Print- 
ing Office in Washington, D. C. 
since 1910. And, except for a few, 
particularly’ the earliest, plates 
used in printing them have been 
prepared by the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing in Washing- 
ton.

October 25, 1892, when the ‘‘dou- 
ble’’ reply cards were first issued 
at 2c for each double card. 
These — the kind which con- 
tains the attached duplicate post- 
al card that the acdressee tears 
off-and uses for his reply — sells 
for 4c’ today, and are still highly 
popular. 

The first international card is- 
sued by the United States made 
its debut on December 1, 1879, and 
made it possible to communicate 
with almost anybody in the wor:d 
for only 2c. 

The double international reply 
card was first sold in 1893 at 4c 
and this device made it possible 
for people in this country to as- 
sure themselves of a reply from 
folks back in the ‘‘old country” 
who might not otherwise have 
postage to spare for a reply. The 
card was particularly useful for 
newly-arrived immigrants. How- 
ever it is still mailed by millions 
of Americans each year, and still 
costs a small amount, 8c. 
Although reguiar U. S. airmail 
service dates back to 1918, there 
was not an airmail card until 
January 10, 1949 (although previ- 
ously regular cards could be sent 
by air. simply by the addition: of 
an appropriate stamp to take care 
of the extra postage). The air- 
mail cards sell today for 4c, same 
as in 1949, 

“The postal card,’’ Mr. Sum- 
merfield commented, ‘‘has_ be- 
come so taken for granted that we 
seldom think of it — but it is still 


one of the most useful means of 
communication in the world to- 
day.

Dutch Devise A 





|New Museum Twist 


Ernest A. Kehr 


The Dutch Postal Museum, 
which already has introduced nu- 
merous innovations to stimulate 
public interest in philately, recent- 
ly came up with a new idea spe- 
cially aimed at getting more 
youngsters interested in collecting 
stamps. 

The writer never 
amazed at the accomplishments 
of the museum which occupies a 
splendid building on the Zeestraat, 


just off the very heart of The 
Hague. Its director Dr. R. E. J. 
Weber, in cooperation with the In- 


formation Officer of the Dutch P. 
T.T., Cas d’Artillac Brill, constant- 
ly devises gimmicks to promote 
greater knowledge of and interest 
in postage stamps. 

Because the museum is fre- 
quently visited by youngsters— 
either with class groups, or _ in- 
dividually as part of school work— 
it is an ideal place to get many of 
them started. Dr. Weber has taken 
advantage of the opportunity. 

During the :ast visit, in April, 
the writer noted that every young- 
ster who entered was handed a 
small form on which were printed 
six questions, the answefs to which 
could be found in some exhibit in 
the stamps displayed at that tin 2. 
(A very few exhibits are more or 
less permanent; each month, aow- 
ever, the ultra-modern cases aave

specially selected ones so regular 
visits can be made without seeing | 
the same material over and over 
again.) 

To a philatelist the questions are 
simple: ‘‘Name a_e stamp that 
shows a post office in The Hague; 
What Dutch stamp portrays Eechie | 





Pieters?; What Norwegian ueen 
celebrated her 75th birthday in 
1947?, etc. 


Yet to one who has not become 
accustomed to really looking at a 





stamp’s design, they offer a chal- 
lenge. 
“It gets our youngsters to ex- | 


amine all stamps more thorough- 
ly,” Dr. Weber declared. ‘‘Aiud 
once they get the habit it’s not long | 
before they become collectors.” | 

All youngsters under sixteen| 
years of age are invited to fill} 
out the form, giving the answers, | 
their name, school, class and ad- | 
dress. 

The museum then sends a letter 
of congratulation to every young- 
ster who has all answers correct, 
together with a set of the Jubilee 
stamps of 1938, and a Jamboree 
set of 1937, and a leaflet encour- 
aging the winner to use these as 
the basis for a collection of Dutch 
stamps, 

Of course this is intended to get 
more and more people to buy sets | 
of every new Dutch issue as it is 
released—which means cash _ pro- 
fits for the Postal Administration 
—but the fact that it also promotes 
philatelic interest. generally is a 
contribution which stampdom can- 
not ignore.
